He was > trapped to the 
pole while at work removing wires 
and as a consequence had no chance 
to free himself from the pole until 
it struck the ground. 
Fortunately it 
fell into a lot where the ground was 
soft which probably helped save the 
lineman. 
Ilis 
companions 
carried 
him to the house o f John Bauermeist- 
er and Dr. Hill was summoned. 
The i 
latter took him to the hospital and; 
his injuries were given proper atten­ 
tion. 
It was found that besides j 
being very badly bruised he had suf- j 
fered a fracture and dislocated wrist, j 
W hile his injuries are very painful 
they are not dangerous. 
He will 
however, be unable to work for some 
time. 
Those who witnessed the ac­ 
cident deem it remarkable that the 
man escaped a s well as he did.

is 
about 
thirty-five 
years old, is married and his home 
is in Indianapolis. 
He came to Sey- j 
mour last Wednesday evening with 
several other linemen who had been 
engaged by the local company.

City Treasurer!* C. W. Burkart and 
Ciity Clefk John Hauenschild pre­ 
pared a report this morning on the 
census which was taken here Monday 
and forwarded it to 
Congressman 
Lincoln Dixon who was requested to 
present it to the census department 
and make an effort to have the figures 
given out 
by the bureau changed. 
According to the official report Sey­ 
mour was given a population of 6,305 
or a lotss of* 140 over the census of 
19 00, while the enumeration taken by 
the citizens gave the city a population 
of 7 ,039 a gain of 59 4 over the census 
of ten years ago. 
W ith the report 
the clerk and treasurer filed an affi­ 
davit that the figures given are cor­ 
rect 
according to the enumeration 
cards which were filed. 
Accompanying the report and affi­ 
davit a letter was also sent to Con­ 
gressman Dixon in which the manner 
of taking the census was fully ex­ 
plained. The letter showed that there 
had been no effort to “ pad" the re­ 
sult. but that the enumeration was 
taken by prominent citizens who de­ 
sired to know the correct census of 
the city. 
The clerk and treasurer 


a l s o stated that if the census depart­ 
ment desired to examine the cards 
they would be sent to the census di­ 
rector, and that each of the enumer­ 
ators would be willing to make an affi­ 
davit as to the correctuess o f the 
census of the various blocks. 
The 
m ajority of the citizens who made 
the canvass of the city volunteered to 
make the affidavit if the official figures 
could be changed by so doing. 
The citizens think that 
a gross 
mistake was made when the official 


c e n s u s was taken and feel assured 
that many persons were missed. 
In 
many cases citizens state that they 
know that several members of their 
families were omitted by the official 
enumerators, but that they did not 
discover the mistakes until it was 


too late to rectify them. 
The figures 
obtained as a result of the local enum­ 
eration show that 734 persons were 
missed by the official enumerators. 
W hile the census department does 
not. as a rule, change the official I 
figures unless illegality can be shown j 
in taking the enumeration, it is hoped 
that the efforts of the city clerk and' 
treasurer will prove successful.

census department desires to obtain;

affidavits of the enumerators and the 
names and addresses of the citizens

Then came the cashier’s tu rn, and 
easy going Mr. Ediinger ru bbed hia 
nose and polished hia glasses nerv ou s­ 
ly u nder the qu ick fire of qu estions 
concerning the circu lation, u ndiv ided 
profits, bank real estate, u u d stock 
ownership.

Violating ‘ Human Endurance’' Law 


Between forty and fifty complaints 
hav e been receiv ed by the Ind iana 
railroad eommission within the last 
few d ay s, to the effect that the six ­ 
teen-hou r law is being v iolated by 
railroad s. 
This law, known also as 
the “hu man 
end u rance” law, pro­ 
v id es that no employ e shall he kept 
on d u ty for more than six teen con­ 
secu tiv e hou rs. 
The commission has 
alway s been activ e in seeing that the 
law is enforced , and all complaint" 
hav e been promptly tu rned ov er to 
the proper au thorities for inv esti­ 
gation. 
In eases in which the v io­ 
lations were interstate the complaints 
hav e been sent to the interstate eoin- 
med ce commission and in those a f ­ 
fecting only the state they hav e been 
tu rned ov er to the attorney -general. 
The names of the railroad s complain-) 
ed of hav e not been giv en ou t, bu t the 
railroad commissioners say that if 
the inv estigations show there hav e 
been v iolations of the law, prosecu ­ 
tions will be begu n and v igorou sly 
pu shed .

style masts, or “ fire 
control towrrs,” as they are-techni­ 
cally 
termed, which have been In­ 
stalled on most of the United States 
battleships 
and 
are 
now’ 
being 
placed on the others. 
The g overn­ 
ment has been 
experimenting with 
these new “ peach basftet” masts for 
« evtral 
years 
now, but It Is only 
Jately that there has come evidence 
that the new’ wrinkle has been final­ 
ly *nd definitely adopted as an ad­ 
junct of Uncle Sam's approved type 
of warships. 
The new masts are so unique and 
*o 
radically 
new 
that It is small 
wonder that the other powers have 
been prone to go slow in introduc­ 
ing such an innovation. 
No other 
nation in the world has anything of 
this sort on its fighting craft 
and 
so naturally Uncle Sam could 
not 
profit by the experience of anybody 
Then, too, it costs thousands 
else. 
and thousands Of dollars to build 
and install one of*these great skele­ 
ton steel structures and naturally 
the -navy department wants to be 
right ere it goes ahead In the mat­ 
ter. 
This 
stag e 
has 
now 
been 
reached. 
F irst of all an experimental mast was rigged 
up on the monitor Florida, and in order to try 
out the new* invention under actual war condi­ 
tions the monitor was anchored 
in 
Hampton 
Roads and shells were hurled at the mast by the 
huge guns 011 a warship stationed some distance 
away. 
The new kind of tower withstood the gun­ 
fire well enough to justify many of the claims 
which had been made for the invention theoreti­ 
cally. 
Thereupon Uncle Sam wrent ahead 
and 
ordered such masts installed cn a number of the 
old battleships of our navy and on those then 
building. 
A total of 22 masts were thus put in 
service and then a halt was called in order to 
make thorough exhaustive tests of the new masts 
under every imaginable condition of sea service. 
It is this period of probation w’hich has but just 
now come to an end. 
There were rumors at one 
time that 
the new 
style mast had 
been 
pro­ 
nounced a failure and would be discontinued, but 
this proved unfounded. 
The new invention has 
been officially endorsed and now the work will 
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proceed of not only providing such nrasts on all 
our battleships but also on the armored cruisers. 
The new “ woven wire" or “ peach 
basket*’ 
mast, as they are familiarly called, are primarily 
observation towers and their function is an inte­ 
gral part of the modern “ fire control” system of 
our 
battleships—the system 
for directing and 
governing the gunnery fire in time of battle. 
The 
peculiar construction of the new structures is to 
be attributed to a desire to safeguard the elec­ 
trical and other communicative lines upon which 
the greatest dependency is placed in time of 
battle—the nerves of the battleship, as It were. 
For 
years there 
was 
a constantly 
increasing 
storm of criticism 
against 
the 
tapering 
steel 
tubes known as military masts, with which the 
battleships were formerly fitted. 
It was claimed 
that a single well-placed shot from an enem y’s 
12-inch gun would sever that style mast and in 
addition to heavy loss of life would rob the ship 
of its observatory and searchlight station. 
On the other hand it is claimed that an enemy 


might shoot away fully 75 per cent, of the steel 
latticework comprising one of the new cylindrical 
towers without putting it out of commission. 
In­ 
deed, tests have proven that an enemy would have 
to sever at least 4G of the steel tubes comprising 
one of these new style masts ere it would topple 
over. 
The average mast or tower as installed 
on one of our battleships is 9 0 feet in height and 
stands 120 feet above the water line. 
The base 
of the mast is circular, ranging in diameter from 
20 to 26 feet, but all masts have a uniform diame­ 
ter of 9 feet 6 inches at the top. 
Each mast is 
crowned with a platform 10 feet square, the 100 
square feet of space thus provided being ample 
for the observers and the electrical and mechan­ 
ical signaling devices which enable these look­ 
outs to communicate with the officers on the ship 
below. 
The tower is circular in form—or, to be exact, 
the shape of the tower might be designated as 
that of a truncated cone the exterior surfaces, 
being slightly concave near the top. 
This outline 
not only 
helps 
the tower 
to withstand 
wind 
strains but makes It possible to employ what is 
known as the double spiral construction, which 
makes for stability in the hig hest degree. 
By 
this scheme the steel tubes are arranged in such 
manner that half of thorn slant from right to left, 
while the remainder incline in the opposite direc­ 
tion. 
Each Individual tube terminates at the top 
platform on exactly the opposite side of the towmr 
from that at which it started at the base. 
Fur­ 
ther stability is contributed 
by 
steel 
rings— 
double rows of them encircle the framework at 
intervals from the base to the top. 
These rings 
act as braces for the double spiral network of 
tubing and to insure a uniform distribution of all 
strains the tubing is fastened to each row of 
rings.

OF OLD OCEAN 


D i s a p p e a r a n c e 
o f 
C a p t a in a n d C r e w 
N e v e r W a s 
S a t i s ­

HE mystery of what became of the 
master and crew of the British 
bark Invernesshire, which sailed 
from Hamburg for Santa Rosalia, 
Cal., and was found at anchor and 
abandoned 
off 
the 
Falkland 
islands, recalls vividly to the nau­ 
tical minds the fate of the brig 
Mary Celeste of New York, for 
nearly forty years the prize riddle 
of the sea, the Bangor (Me.) correspondent of the 
New York Times writes. The Mary Celeste sailed 
from New York for G<noa with a cargo of petro­ 
leum and alcohol. 
She was commanded by Capt. 
Benjamin S. Briggs of Marion, Mass., with Albert 
G. Richardson of Stockton, Me., as first mate; 
Andrew Griling of New York as second mate and 
Edward William Head of New' York, Volkert Lo- 
renzer, Arien Karbens, B. Lorenzer and Gottlieb 
Gocdshood. all of Germany, as the crew. 
The 
captain's wife anil small child were also on board. 
The brig was in first-class condition, 
well 
manned and well equipped in every way, and 
when she sailed from New York on November 17, 
1872, the whole ship’s company was happy and 
contented. 
Yet none of them was ever again 
seen, dead or alive. 
The brig wras found on De­ 
cember 4 off the Azores, drifting aimlessly about 
in light winds, with her head sails set and all 
her other canvas down. 
There was nothing to 
show why she had been abandoned or what had 
become cf her reople. 
She was thus found by 
the brig Dei Gratia, from New York for the Medi­ 
terranean, and after a careful examination Cap­ 
tain Moorehouse cf the Dei Gratia put a prize 
crew on board and sent her into Gibraltar, w’here 
she arrived cn December 13, 1872, and was turned 
over to the admiralty court. 
Her owners refused 
to pay the heavy salvage demanded and let the 
¿ alvors take ter. 
Among the officers’ effects which were sent 
no me was the mate’s log, and this, with other 
articles. was returned to the father of the lost 
« allor, the late Theodore M. Richardson of Stock- 
U n. One significant l itssa&e. the last written, ap- 
I w e d in the log: 
/- 


“ Fanny, my dear wife.” 
Whether these words were w’rltten 
by 
the 
mate merely as an expression of affection while 
thinking of home, or In a moment of panic and 
despair when about to abandon the vessel, can 
only be conjectured. 
There was nothing else 
about the vessel to Indicate the state of mind pre­ 
vailing on board when she was abandoned. 
The 
date of tills last entry In the mate’s log was No­ 
vember 24. 
When ten days later she was board­ 
ed by men from the Del Gratia her stern boat 
was gone and it appeared that some food, prob­ 
ably canned goods, had been taken from a locker. 
Otherwise everything was in such shipshape 
that, but for the date of the last entry In the log, 
the Del Gratia’s men could have sworn that the 
vessel had been abandoned within au hour. 
Her 
running rigging w?as all properly made fast and 
the slack coiled neatly on deck or over the pins. 
The companion w ays were open, half turned music 
lay upon the rack of the little cabinet organ in 
the cabin and children’s toys were scattered upon 
the floor. 
In the captain’s stateroom his gold 
watch hung at the head of his berth and in his 
wife’s room the impress of a child’s head was dis­ 
tinct upon the pillow’. 
In the cook’s galley the coppers were on the 
stove, and meat in process of preparation was on 
the tqble. 
In the forecastle the men had not dis­ 
turbed their chests, no clothing was missing, and 
£ ven money had been left behind. 
It was p'ain 
that the crew had left her very suddenly. 
That 
the boat was lowered away in a hurry and with 
some confusion was indicated by a broken davit. 
In the 38 years that have elapsed since the 
Mary Celeste was abandoned countless stories, all 
more or less fanciful, have been written about 
her, and numerous theories have been advanced 
in explanation of this g reatest of sea riddles. 
Mu­ 
tiny, disease and piracy have been suggested 
In 
1877 a story was circulated to the effect that 
Mate Richardson had been seen hiding in the 
West Indies, and that he and members of 
the 
crew had murdered the captain and stolen many 
thousands cf dollars that the vessel wa» carrying. 


As a matter of fact, the Mary Celeste carried no 
money of any amount. 
As late as 189 7 another yarn was published to 
the effect that a sailor, who claimed to have 
been the mate of the Del Gratia, had made a 
death bed confession in Iqulque, saying that when 
he boarded the Mary Celeste he found that all 
hands, except Captain Briggs, his wife and the 
cook, had died of smallpox, and that he, Jacob 
Howell, the confessor, had thrown all three of 
the survivors overboard, taken $8,000 in gold that 
Mate Richardson had been carrying for the pur­ 
pose of “ going into business in Africa,” and then 
had returned to the Dei Gratia with the report 
that the Mary Celeste had bei n found completely 
abandoned. 
This absurd story was first published 
in San Francisco and later found 
its way to 
Maine. 
It was, on the face of it. a pure inven­ 
tion, like the story of the murder of the captain. 
The only reasonable explanation Is that her 
master and crew became alarmed by the rumbling 
of the cargo and, fearing that her decks would be 
blown off by the accumulation of confined gas 
from the petroleum and alcohol, got out of her 
In a hurry. 
It is well known that oV cargoes con­ 
fined under tig htly battened hatch**/ will generate 
gases, especially w’hen the vessel fcu pitching and 
rolling !n heavy weather, and that these gases, 
thus confined, will cause a loud rumbling noise 
like distant thunder. 
The log of the Mary Celeste 
contains numerous allusions to rumblings below 
decks, and indicates a fear among her officers and 
crew that an explosion would take place. 
Evi­ 
dently, if this theory holds. Captain Briggs did 
not know that the danger might have been avert­ 
ed by removing the hatches and allowing the 
gases to escape, ajs is often done. 
Assuming that the Mary Celeste’s people left 
her in a great hurry, alarmed at the danger of an 
explosion, the question arises, “ What became of 
them? ” 
The theorv generally accepted by s*a- 
fraing men Is that they tried to make a landing 
on the Anores, and that the boat was capsized 
In the heavy surf, although there is no record of 
eith^i the boat or any of the bodies ever having 
been found.
